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Insert text so that it appears on a computer 
screen. This invention works for computers that 
are online with the internet or not using the 
internet. 

For a word or phrase that is difficult or 
hard to understand, signal it by a special feature 
such as a red superscript "!".

Program the computer so that when the cursor is 
placed over the signaled word or phrase, a digital 
space pops-up with dictionary elements such as 
definitions, synonyms , quotations, or 
etymologies of the word or phrase. 

The dictionary elements can be conveyed 
by using text, images, action, sounds, and other 
such elements.
